Hold High Hopes for 1949 
Save-The-Soil Campaign Has 
Good Start In Past Season 


By F..W, Madaex 

It gives me great pleasure to an- 
nounce the placings of the 1948 “Save 
the Soil” campaign and an outline of 
how the scoring was done and why it 
was done as such. I alsu take great 
pleasure in giving you the Judges Re- 
port, as given to me, 

The 1948 Campaign was ‘considered 
to be a very great success for the first 
year of operation, and with 24 farms 
entered it was above average for first 
year competitions. 

The judging of the first year was on 
a straight elimination basis, that is the 
farm was scored on its condition as 
the judge found it at the time of visit, 
nothing being taken into consideration 
as to the number of years of operation 
future plans, séason or ctherwise. 

The Scoring was basta on the fol- 
lowing: 

1. SOIL CONSERVATION. - 400 points 
‘ (a) Suitable crop rotation:-— 100 
(b) Suitable windbreak — 100 
(c) Freedom from Soll Erosion — 200 

2. WEED CONTROL -- 400 points

The following years, that second year 
contestants will be required to enter 
into the Improvement Competition, or 
part two of the “Save the Soil” Cam- 
paign. Farmers in the improvement 
section will be judged on their improve 
ment over the previous year. Stress 
will be placed on their ability to set 
up and follow a_ planned rotation, 
which includes a series of grasses and 
legumes to build up the fibre and fer- 
tility of the land. In this way to main- 
tain or increase the productivity of the 
farm for future generations. In the 
future, all ‘first year entries will com- 
pete, as in 1948, for the “save the soil” 
campaigh Trophy which ts held at pre 
sent by Jack Perkins of Wainwright. 
Second year entries will be judged on 
a separate card with separate awards 
being given. Third year entries will 
have the privilege of entering both 
competitions in order to compete for 
the “Save the ‘Soil’ trophy, as was 
stated in the original regulations—the 
Challenge Cup can only pe held évery 
other year by the same farmer.

“My first Christmas over there was 
spent in France, and I well remem- 
ber hearing the big guns as we serv- 
ed Christmas dinner to the wounded 
English Tommies,” she said. 

That was in, 1915. In 1916 she re- 
turned to England and joined the 
Canadian Army Medical Corps. Mise 
Thom soon was back in France again 
however, this time as a member of 
the staff of No. 8 Canadian General 
Hospital, = ‘~~ 

Altogether, she spent four Christ- 
mases on active service, one of them 
on the hospital ship Essequiba. She 
was discharged in September 1919. 

Miss Thom spent only one peace- 
time Christmas in Cayada before she 
was again on the high seas bound for 
foreign services. That was in 1920, 
when she was a mémber of a nursing 
contingent organized for relief work 
in the Middle Bast. 

Her memories of her first Christ- 
mas in Armenia are not happy ones. 
“We were looking ‘after little Armen- 
fan children whose parents had been 
killed by the Turks,” she said, “It was 
all very sad.” 

Other’ Yuletides were spent in Con- 
stantinople and southern Russia. It 
wasn't until 1924 that she was able 
again to enjoy a really peaceful 


Christmas back in Canada.

At least six types of signalling de- 
vices have been approved, it wag learn 
ed, all of which are in good supply, 
and require a minimum dmount of 
trouble to install, ‘ ewe 

The regulation, which was approved 


‘| October 25, 1948, applies particularly 


to trucks ‘where hand or arm signals 
are not visible from the front or rear 
of the vehicle”. It was pcinted out that 
many of the present truck bodies ex- 
tend far beyond the can,.so that the 
arm of the driver is completely hid- 
den. It is to lessen the danger involved’ 
in operating thig type of vehicle that 
the regulation was pasréd, 
Mechanical or electrival signalling 
devices are required by Jaw in thirty- 
four American States and in British 
Columbia, as well as in Alberta. Sim-

The importance of meking the prop- 
er signal when making a left or right 
turn or stopping a vehicle is too often 
being ignored. Recognizcd signals con- 
@ist of the operator's arm or signalling 
device straight out fo. teft turn, 
straight up for right turn, and down 
for stop or slow signals: Opening the 
door is not a legal signal, Whether 
you are driving a truck or any other 
type of vehicle; it’s a goou idea to have 
it equipped with an approved signall- 
ing deviee. These provide the most 
effective and convenient method for 
the driver to indicate hig intentions, 
especially in cold or wet weather, be- 
cause with them it is unnecessary to 
roll down the window. Further, such a 
device enables both hands to, be left 
on the steering wheel, and thus the 
danger of accidents as tne result of 
hastily given hand or arm signals is 
minimized. 

Signalling devices develop the habit 
of not taking chances, they. reduce ac- 
eldent risk, and they promote courtesy 
in driving. On ordinary vehicles they 
are still optional. But on certain types 
of trucks, its another matter—after 
April ist: Complete detasis of the new 
regulations will be broadcast over all 
Alberta radio stations shortly by Mr. 
Horace Clark, Secretary of the High- 
way Traffic Board. All motorists would 
be well advised to listen for it. .
